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Continuation of 5. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant argues that the specification at page 6 
discloses that the instantly claimed pharmaceutical comprising HRGP could be used in would healing or cardiovascular disease treatment; 
instantly claimed protein comprising HRGP inhibits the anti-angiogenic effects of TSP-1 in vivo and the paragraph bridging pages 4 and 5 
says that instant invention is drawn to cancer treatment. These argument along with Dr. Silverstein's declaration have been fully 
considered but found unpersuasive because Dr. Silverstein's declaration is directed at gene therapy, not pharmaceutical comprising 
HRGP protein (the instantly claimed invention) as discussed during the telephonic interview (see the attached interview summary). 
Considering unpredictability in protein therapy, limited teaching of the specification, in the absence of working example or other evidence 
of the pharmaceutical's effectiveness for any disease, one skilled in the art would have reasons to question the efficacy of the claimed 
pharmaceutical for treating any disease.. 
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
